Lansing Mich., Jan. 22.—Representa­ 
tive Sawyer has given notice of a bill 
making it unlawful for any corporation 
to issue paid-up stock unless payment 
has been fully made, either in cash or 
property, an inventory of the latter, to­ 
gether with an estimate of its value, to 
be filed with the county clerk. 
The 
bill provides that stock not fully paid 
up shall be liable as a partner for the 
debts of the corporation, and makes it 
unlawful for a corporation 
to

bonds save at par value, and not until 
all the stock subscribed has been paid 
up.

New York, Jan. 22.—The three-mast­ 
ed schooner Nahum Chapin of Rock­ 
land .Me., coal laden from Baltimore 
for Boston, wrent ashore near Quoge, 
L. I., at an early hour Thursday I 
v - 
ing, and her entire crew, consisting 
of nine men, w’as lost, in sight of hun­ 
dreds of persons who had gathered on 
the beach, but were powerless to ren­ 
der assistance. 
Capt. Charles Herman of the Quoge 
life-saving station, assisted by his men, 
brought their apparatus from the house 
to a point just opposite the wrecked 
vessel, but when they shot out their 
life line it w’as too late to be of any 
service. The sailors, who at the mo­ 
ment that one of the patrolmen had 
sighted the schooner were in the rig­ 
ging, dropped off one by one into tho 
seething waters, and soon after one 
of the bodies, that of a big swarthy 
Swede, was washed ashore. 
The life-saving crew made 
an 
at­ 
tem pt to launch a lifeboat, but they 
were repulsed each time by the break­ 
ers, and. although the bystanders en­ 
couraged the brave fellows in every 
possible manner, the hardy men had 
to desist. Three hours after she first 
struck the schooner went to pieces. 
The crew of the schooner, nine in 
number, were shipped in Boston last 
November.
